parties do hereby agree as follows: 

1 , The parties agree that neither will pay the other any money whatsoever.

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2. The parties agree that they will not intentionally contact or coinmiinicate 

vrith each other. 

3. While there ^vas notbmg tortious or illegal with the use of Plaintiffs name 
in domain names created and mamtained by Defendant, Defendant agrees to terminate 
any domain names xising Plaintiffs name that Defendant has already ciieated and to never 
create any new domain names using Plaintiff s name. 

4. Plaintiff agrees to give to Defendant his passport through her attorney 
within QnQ week of execution of this Agreement- Defendant agrees to give to Plaintiff 
any and all photographs that depict Plaintiff during a trip to Jamaica taken by the parties 
through his attorney within one week of execution of this Agreement. 

5. The parties agree to file a Stipulation of Dismissal with Prejudice in Civil 
Action No. 2005 CA 004205 B, with each party bearing its own costs and attorney's fees, 

6. The parties to the above-captioned Civil Action, their heirs, executors, 
administrators, personal representatives, successors in interest (whether by merger, 
consolidation or otherwise) and assigns, do hereby release, remise and forever discharge 
each other ffom any and ail claims, debts, demands, accountings, causes of action or 
habilities, of any nature whatever, matured or unmatured, contingent or absolute, known

or unknown, whetiier within the contemplation of the parties or not, which ei&er party, 
may have or have had against the other up to and including the date of this Agreement, 
This Agreement shall operate as a complete, final and all mclusive general release by the 
parties, and only the a£Einnative obligations undertaken herein shall survive and remain 
unaffected by this provision. 
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7. This Agreement cantains the entire agreement between the parties; liiere 
are no other agreements, tmderstandings or representations, written or oral, express or 
implied, except as specifically set out herein; and there have been no indncemetits from 
either party to any other party, express or implied, to enter into this Agreement other than 
those expressly set out herein- It shall be binding upon and innre to the benefit of the 
parties hereto and their heirs, executors, administrators, personal representatives, 
successors in interest (whether by merger^ consolidation or otherwise) and assigns. It 
shall be governed by and construed under flie laws of the District of Columbia. No part 
of this Agreement, including this paragraph, may be waived^ amended or modified in any 
way except by a writing signed by all parties. 

8- In the event of a breach by either party, the otiier party shall have the right 
to enforce the contractual obligations of this Agreemexrt. 

9 The feilure of either party to insist in any instance upon the strict 

performance of any of the terms of this Agreement shall not be construed as a waiver of 
such terms for the future and such terms shall terms shall neverfceless continue in fidl

12. The parties agree that signature by facsimile shall suffice and that the 
Agreenxent may be signed in counteiparts. 
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13 . Each party ackaowledges thathe or she has been represented inthese 
proceedings by covmsel of his or her choice and that he or she has consulted with said 
attorney regarding the provisions of this agreement.
